In the resale 
of these stocks—-which are never large in comparison with the total supply—-it shall be the policy of 
the WFA to use established trade channels and to use every effort to avoid disrupting reeular markets. 
These reports of sales of such stocks enable producers, processors, vendors and others to follow
